q? Now that we all have the same program to work on, I will try ta show you 
how to move it to any handy spot in memory. Take a good look at the disassembled 
version below. There is a total of ten instructions that needs to be changed if the 
machine code is moved ta any other address. There is an index address and seven 
Calls that need to be changed. These instructions I have marked with asterisks. Two 
other instructions also need changing. They load the HL register pair with an 
address that depends on the location of the routine. These I have marked with 
Exclamation points! 

The reason for marking these two differently is for the sake of demonstration. 
When I first wrote the BASIC program to change the necessary ‘address in the 
instructions I overlooked these two. The result was interesting. Line 65 in. .the 
BASIC program, which I’11 call "MOVER", adjusts these two lines. Line 60 adjusts the 
address put into the index register IX and Line 70 adjusts the seven CALLs that 
heeds to be changed. The new location may be either a higher or a lower address than 
the original location. If the new address is lower than the orignal one, CLEAR (new 
address - 1), fy 

The line numbers, of the supporting three lines of BASIC for the Program 
"HEADER: ", doesn’t have to be 100, 110 & 120 they can be any three consecutive lines 
in BASIC.
